discussing or generated as a result of referrals to and consultations with the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and other components of the Department of Justice (Criminal Division. Civil 
Division. National Security Division, the Attorney General's office, etc.), regarding instances of 
unauthorized disclosures of information (AKA leaks) for investigation and/or prosecution 
between January 20, 1981 (or the date of creation of this agency, whichever came first) and the 
present." 

The Office of the Solicitor (SOL) conducted a search and has found no records responsive to 
your request.

In order to facilitate 
processing of the appeal, please include your mailing address and daytime telephone number, as 
well as a copy of the initial request and copy of this letter. The envelope and appeal letter should 



be clearly marked -Freedom of Information Act Appeal." Any amendment to the appeal must be 
made in writing and received prior to a decision. The appeal should be addressed to the Solicitor 
of Labor, Division of Management and Administrative Legal Services, U.S. Department of 
Labor, 200 Constitution Avenue, NW, Room N2420, Washington, DC 20210. Appeals may also 
be submitted by email to foiaappeal@dol.gov .
